These citations are intended to supplement the bibliography of Blackmur’s 
prose and the critical response it provoked that was compiled by Gerald J. Pannick 
and published in the Bulletin of Bibliography & Magazine Notes, 31 (1974), 165-69. The 
references that follow are consequently arranged according to Pannick’s format and 
respect his exclusion of Blackmur’s poetry and its analysis. Most citations derive 
from the period prior to his cut-off date of February, 1973, and are items that escaped 
his attention. The remainder are more recent and extend coverage through August, 
1977. 

Two other points should also be registered. First, the reference in Pannick’s 
bibliography to an essay by Blackmur appearing in the Princeton University Library 
Chronicle, 25 (1964), 51-54, and entitled ‘““Theodore Holmes’ ‘Life in Eternity’ ” is incor- 
rect. Blackmur’s essay, ‘““‘Theodore Holmes: Dactyls and All,” appears on pages 44-50 
of that volume and is duly noted by Pannick; it is preceded, on pages 42-43, by a 
reprint of Holmes’ poem, “Life in Eternity,” one of the pieces Blackmur discusses. 
Pages 51-54 concern themselves with other matters. Second, there are two items that 
fall outside the province of both Pannick’s work and these addenda, however, they are 
sources that should be noted: Robert Hollander’s “A Death Six Months Distant: In 
Memory of R. P. Blackmur,” Southern Review, 2, NS (1966), 242-43, and Stanley 
Cooperman’s “In Memory of R. P. Biackmur,”’ Prairie Schooner, 40 (1966), 17, both 
elegiac tributes to the man himself.
